Their  chief  work 
is  helping  in  the  cafeteria  by  serving  food  and  washing  dishes.  These  duties  are 
carried  out  by  a  different  group  of  six  girls  each  week.

Hard  work  and  more  hard  work  may  well  be  the  theme  of  the  Dramatics  Club. 
The  group,  organized  by  and  under  the  sponsorship  of  Mr.  Burton  Conkling,  is  en- 
gaed  in  some  activity  all  the  time. 

The  club  was  organized  to  help  those  persons  interested  in  the  dramatic  life  to 
learn  more  about  its  fundamentals.

CHOIR 


The  choir,  composed  of  sixty-four  members,  met  three  times  a  week  the  first  sem- 
ester and  five  days  a  week  the  second  semester,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Mary  S. 
Myers. 

In  the  choir  there  were  nineteen  boys  and  forty-five  girls.  The  students  studied 
music  arranged  for  soprano,  alto,  tenor,  and  bass  voices. 

The  chorus  presented  many  special  programs.  During  the  Christmas  season, 
the  group  sang  at  the  Kiwanis  and  Rotary  Club  meetings.  They  also  put  on  a  holi- 
day performance  before  the  student  body.  Following  an  annual  custom,  Mrs. 
Myers  chose  eight  songsters  to  go  caroling  at  the  city  schools,  Porter  County  Court 
House,  and  the  Porter  Memorial  Hospital. 

This  choral  group  sent  represntatives  to  the  solo  and  ensemble  contest  held  at 
Hobart,  Indiana,  February  19.  Out  of  the  Valparaiso  group  of  thirteen,  seven 
"firsts"  were  awarded.  Two  ensembles  entered.  The  ensemble  of  girls  received  a 
"first"  and  the  boys'  ensemble,  a  "second."  Those  who  v/ere  given  a  superior  rat- 
ing competed  at  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  March  26. 

In  order  to  be  able  to  enter  the  choir,  glee  club,  and  band  contest  at  Lafayette, 
Indiana,  April  23,  the  choir  presented  a  concert  earlier  in  April.  The  money  raised 
from  this  concert  and  a  school  dance  held  in  March  paid  for  the  entrance  fee  and 
the  bus  transportation. 

On  special  occasions  such  as  Thanksgiving  Day,  Valentine's  Day,  and  other 
holidays,  the  choir  sang  a  few  appropriate  tunes  over  the  school  public  address 
system. 

The  members  of  the  group  do  not  have  to  pay  any  fees  or  dues,  as  the  school 
board  buys  all  of  the  music. 
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BAND 

There  has  been  music  in  the  air  around  V.  H.  S.  since  1930,  when  our  band  was 
first  organized.  The  members  of  the  band  are  students  who  have  studied  music 
since  they  were  in  grade  school  and  those  v/ho  took  an  interest  in  high  school  and 
took  lessons  to  gain  a  place  in  the  band.  Those  students,  who  have  played  instru- 
ments for  several  years,  often  continue  lessons  in  high  school,  either  under  Mr.  Har- 
old Rogers,  the  director,  or  teachers  who  come  from  South  Bend  and  Chicago  to  give 
weekly  lessons.  These  lessons  are  private  and  are  paid  for  by  the  students  who  take 
the  lessons. 

The  band  provides  all  music  free  and  rents  instruments  to  band  students.  An- 
other service  the  band  offers  its  members  is  sectional  practice,  which  is  held  once  a 
week.  All  uniforms  are  the  property  of  the  band;  the  money  for  purchasing  new 
uniforms  is  raised  in  various  ways.  However,  the  last  band  uniforms  were  paid  for 
by  a  private  citizen.

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STUDENT  COUNCIL 

The  Student  Council  is  a  student-elected,  advisory  body.  It  takes  an  active  part 
in  all  phases  ol  school  life  and  makes  decisions  in  matters  concerning  student  activi- 
ty. The  council  is  sponsored  by  Mr.  Glen  Fisher  and  Mr.  Parke  Loren.  It  has  estab- 
lished itself  firmly  in  the  organization  of  the  school  in  the  short  space  of  five  years. 
The  Student  Council  was  founded  in  1944.  Originally  another  organization  known 
as  the  Recreation  Council  performed  the  functions  of  our  present  council,  but  when 
it  was  granted  additional  duties  and  rights  the  name  was  changed  to  the  Student 
Council. 

The  Student  Council  is  a  representative  body  elected  by  the  students  from  each 
homeroom  with  the  exception  of  the  freshman  room  102,  which  elects  three.

The  Science  Club  is  one  of  the  newer  organizations  m  V.  H.  S.,  and  yet  it  is  one 
of  the  oldest.  The  ciub  was  first  organized  in  1931;  and  when  the  chemistry  teach- 
ers changed  in  1945,  it  was  disbanded.
